. $1.0 million to the Community Empowerment Gifts and Grants Account in the lowa Empowerment
Fund to be reserved for distribution to local Empowerment Areas to implement the recommendations
of the Business Community Investment Advisory Council. (Page 7, Line 25)

. Appropriates $15.0 million from the General Fund annually for FY 2008 and FY 2009 to the Department

of Education for School Ready Grantsto continue early care, health, and education programs and
initiatives developed as aresult of the FY 2007 appropriation. Specifiesthat at least $6.0 million of the
appropriation will be designated for expansion of the initiatives implemented as a result of the Business
Community Investment Advisory Council’s recommendations. (Page 9, Line 30)

. The appropriations in HF 2769 are new funding for the Community Empowerment Program. House File

2527 (FY 2007 Education Appropriations Bill) appropriates the FY 2006 level of funding for the
Program.

. Specifiesthat funds appropriated in HF 2527 and HF 2734 (FY 2007 Health and Human Services

Appropriations Bill) for professional development and training activities are not required to be
distributed to local Empowerment Areas. (Page 10, Line 18)
